Today I tried to make one of the Helical Conical antennas that, Stuart, 
K5KVH described here a few times recently. I was going for a 20M version. 


Looking around for something to make the frame from, I settled on some 
wooden slats from one of those "“decrative" lattice things. From them, I 
made a pyramid shaped "A" frame, with a couple of notched slats in the form 
of an "X" at the "bottom" to hold the "A"s up. I stuck with the dimensions 
given for the 10M version, about 16" across the base and 12" tall. 


Now came the hard part, how to figure out the spacing of the wire along the 
"cone" to use up 16 feet of wire and keep it more or less evenly spaced. No 
doubt there is some clever formula one can use to figure out how to put a 


sprial of a given length along the outside of a cone so that the lines are 
evenly spaced, but I must of skipped that calculas class <G> So, I did it 

by trial and error, using straight pins to hold the wire to the slats and 

moved them around until it fit about right. 


However, I forgot that I was suppost to make the wire 30% longer than a 1/4 
wave. Oh, for simplicity, I'm also only using one folded element. To make 
matters worse, the owner of the MFJ analyzer I was borrowing came by and 
reclaimed it the other day. So, I just transmitted into the thing at 
varrious frequencies to see where the SWR wasn't too bad. Seems the best is 
around 21 MHz, only 5: 1. I don't have the large copper screen to use as a 
ground plane either, so it's sitting on a 2 foot square metal top table. No 
doubt that has a big impact. 


With the antenna tuner, I can get the SWR down near to 1:1 on 15M, not too 
bad on 20 and suprisingly, it works pretty good on 30M. On 20, the tuner 
settings are kinda out of whack from "normal", but on 15 and 30, thier not 
all that unreasonable. Once it's tuned in with the tuner, it hears almost 
as well as the dipole on the roof on 20 and 30. But then, so did that EH 
antenna. 


Well, I guess I'll have to play around some more and see if I can get this 
thing to resonate closer to 20M. This is not a real easy antenna to build 

and right now it's pretty sloppy. Maybe I can do better with the next one, 
now that I have an idea of how it goes together.

I've just uploaded the schematic of a simple DC Rx front-end based on KK7B's 
designs, with a simplified diplexer taken from the 'Ugly' DC Rx design at 


http: //qrp.pops.net 
to my web site: 
http://www. leonheller.com/rx. gif 


It uses the TUF-1 mixer and Toko 10RB inductors, which should be easy to 
obtain. The 1uF caps are metallised polyester. 


Ugly construction is quite straightforward but I've also designed a small 
PCB for it, which I haven't tried yet. It's about 2" square. 


I haven't included the input filter, VFO, LP filter and AF amplifier, as 
these will vary according to the builder's requirement. For instance, I feed 
the output into a DSP for filtering. Two of the circuits will be ideal for 
experimenting with DSP-based phasing techniques, with an I/Q oscillator and 
a power-splitter on the input.

Arrived at the QRP Hotel around 3:30 and saw several obvious ham types 
milling around and wondering how to kill time before the no-host dinner. 
The Arkiecon veterans were a bit edgy with memories last year's overflow 
crowd in their heads. The Iowa boys came up with a practical proposal: 
Maybe there's a bar in the restaurant and we can sip a beer while 
monitoring the dining room's capacity. Sounded good to me. I got to the 
6:30 dinner at 5:15 PM. Planted myself at the dinner table across from 
pesky Texans George, W5YR and Chuck, W5USJ. My first time to meet George. 


Someone in the FS group set up the house with appetizers--turkey fries and 
fried cucumbers. As far as I could tell, no one gave a second thought to 
the origin of those things as we wolfed ‘em down. Mighty good! 


Polished off the meal and solved most of ham radio's problems in our dinner 
conversation, then back to the hotel by around 8:30.

The Forums - 


George Dobbs kicked things off with his philosophical basis for QRP. 

George made his case for "doing more with less" and understanding what's 
going on inside our radios without being strident or (ahem) preachy. His 
talk featured a limerick on William of Ockham (of "Ockham's Razor" fame), 
and a poem introducing us to the term and concept of "pelf". If I 
understand correctly, pelf is those things that we want and eventually 
acquire, not because of need but just because we can. We were encouraged 
to take a pad of yellow stickies and label all such stuff we own 
(especially in the hamshack) as pelf. But there were several protests that 
one pad wouldn't be enough to do the job. I was impressed by the talk, but 
I've been guilty of concupiscence of the radio in the past and I'm sure 
that I will be guilty again.

Maybe because the Shuffle is such fun. But I've wanted a tin of Zomboids 
ever since I first saw a photo on the net. Well, we had Mr. Zomboids 
(WLREX) at Arkiecon. But he wasn't exactly pushing them--I had to track 
him down at his cooking station and demand that he sell me a couple. I'm 
now the proud owner of two tins in "mint" condition. (Feel free to groan 
here. I couldn't resist.) 


Announcements:
